The commercial battery suppliers 
have the ability to match the individual cells for capacity so all cells 
share equally in the charge / discharge cycle. The commercial packs are 
also welded to eliminate any contact resistance you will get from poor 
contacts in the battery pack. 


Be aware that the NiMH cells have a higher self-discharge rate than 
Nicads. A tradeoff for the higher capacity of NiMH. 


Several companies make replacement packs, and there are some now that 
supply the NiMH for almost any HT.

Hi Nils, it makes no sense to go to all that trouble. If we runa 
decent SWR on the ladder-line, we don't normally care if we missed 

the antenna length by a few feet. The ladder-line becomes part of 

the antenna system and transforms whatever impedance exists to what 

we want it to be at the transmitter. All the pruning, etc. can be done 
at the transmitter after the antenna is erected for the first and last 
time. For instance, if our 50 ohm SWR is 2:1 at 7 MHz and 6:1 at 7.3 
MHz, we know the ladder-line is too long. If the SWR readings are 
reversed from the above, we know that the ladder-line is too short.

My SST 40m version also howled when the audio gain was at maximum. 

Looking at the application notes on the LM386 audio chip that is in the 
SST, I noticed 

that there is a comment that if the chip oscillates then an optional 
DC filter can be installed to prevent the oscillation. The filter is 
only a resistor and a by-pass capacitor placed in the lead supplying 
power to the chip. I have installed the modification and it seems to 
work. The changes can be done on the etched side of the pc board. 


1. cut the trace going to pin 6 of U3 
2. solder a 100 ohm 1/4 watt resistor from pin 6 of U3 to the 
contact 
next to pin 1 of U3. 
3. solder a .1mf disc cap from pin 6 of U3 to pin 4 of U3

CW has ALWAYS been rough for me, despite the Extra Class license, and I've 
already discovered, thanks to your course, two of my problem areas-- Verbalizing 
and Visualizing. I just never realized I was repeating code characters to myself 
until I read your instructions, and then later, I realized I was also VISUALIZING 
the written (dot and dash) pattern for some problem characters. NO wonder I 
flunked 
the 13 wpm test twice before I passed it! (Same thing with the 20 wpm test, too. 
At 
least I'm consistent!) 

Now I'm hard at work trying assiduously to wipe out poor CW practices that have 
had 17 years to "corrupt" me, but the important thing is I now, FINALLY, after all 
these years, know what I've been doing wrong. All this time, I just thought I was 
stupid, despite an IQ some Ph.Ds would probably be proud to have. 

Wow! Thanks! I seem to have plateaued out at about the 25 wpm level, but I 
think 
I'm beginning to see some improvement in my habits already, and in time, I think I 
might be able to realistically read 40-50 wpm! This is GREAT! (INSANELY GREAT, as 
Steve Jobs used to say.) 

I do have one question though. I fail to see the advantage of using only one 
half of a sheet of paper, and then rotating it 180 degrees to bring the other half 
into use. If there is an advantage to doing this, it is not readily apparent to 
me. 

It seems that it would be faster, easier, and more efficient to just write across 
the entire width of the sheet of paper thus avoiding the rotation. But I'm willing

First of all, I DO NOT have any interest in Wilderness Radio. No money, 
stock, family realationship, etc..... 


The Sierra is probably the BEST QRP HF rig on th emarket today. Bar none. 
It is sensitive, it has great selectivity, IMD is good, and you can read 
all about it in the June 1966 issue of QST. Rick Lindquist compared all 


the major QRP kits on the market at the time. I loaned the ARRL lab my 
Sierra and my NorCal-40A both by Wilderness. Test specks were 
unbelievable for a HB rig. 


The Sierra is a big project but goes together well. I have built 4

Greetings, 


Our little QRP group in southeastern Ohio had success with a vee beam on 20M on 
Field Day. Our antenna design was inspired by Ed Manuel's 1996 QRP Symposium 
presentation on FD vee beams. The one we use has 330' legs, is fed by window 
line and we try to place the antenna 40' high or maybe a little higher. The apex 
angle will usually be chosen to give good performance on 10M, 15M and 20M. 


That angle is a bit large for performance on 6M. Some gain would be lost. We 
would not want to compromise the performance on 20M by decreasing this angle 
much. But with legs some 16+ wavelengths long at 50MHz it seems to me that we 
might have a lot of low wave angle gain to spare. We haven't tried this antler 
on 6M yet but I am itching to do so. A vee beam with as many wavelengths as ours 
presents on 6M goes off the ends of the characteristic charts in the ARRL 
Antenna Book but extrapolating leads me to think it would work ok on 50MHz. 


I know that the best way to find out how this antenna will work on 6M will be to 
take it to the field and try it. But I am lazy and it's awful hot here in Ohio 
right now and putting this antenna up over a brushy field is a lot of work(no 
kidding, Mr. Powell?). So first I am asking the gang here on QRP-L to let me 
know if it is practical to plan a test run. 


Has anyone used this size of vee successfully on all bands from 14MHz to 50Mhz? 


Did you find that you had to decrease the apex angle significantly to get good 
performance on 6M? How did that effect the 20M performance? What kind of 
transmatch circuit did you use for 6M operation? 


Vee beams are great antennas for field operations if your site has enough room 
to contain the monster. Try one sometime.

I found that just having a couple of LED's that light at known frequencies 
to be a big help for pot tuned rigs. In fact, just one light might be all 
you need to mark say, 7.04 on the dial. Use three lights and you can also 
mark the band edges. Use four and have markers every 25 Khz, or the band 
edges and two marked frequencies in between 


A simple way of doing this is with a LM339 quad comparator. Depending on 
how many lights you want, you will also need 1-4 multi turn trim pots (10K 
to 100K), 1-4 LED's and limiting resistors. 


Connect all the non inverting inputs (+) together. Connect these to the 
wiper on you tuning pot. Connect the wiper of the trim pot(s) to the 


inverting (-) input of each comparator. Connect the top of the trim pots to 
the high side of the tuning pot and the bottom to ground. Connect the 
LED(s) to the comparator ouput. 


Now tune the rig to the frequency you want to mark. Adjust the trim pot so 
the LED just turns on at that point. Repeat as nessicairy. Each LED will 
light as you go past it's set point. 


You can build this on a small scrap piece of perf board and takes up next 
to no room. If power drain is a concern, use the biggest LED limiting 
resistors possible and still see the LED light. Also use the 100 K trimpots. 


If you are clever, you can use two comparator sections to make a "window" 
comparator and have your LED light only when it's at the set point. This 
might be handy for a three light system, where you have a LED for the band 
edges and one that lights when you are at say, 7.04 Mhz.

Another thing you can try is adding a BFC say 470 ufd to 1000 ufd across 
the raw DC power supply leads. Ideally, wire the cap directly across the 
power pins of the LM386. A small resistor, say 1 to 10 ohms in series with 
the plus supply pin might also help. (with the cap across the audio amp 
power pins)

Gang, 


Let me throw in my usual two cents worth. 


1. 


Chose mode A or B and stick with it. My preference is mode B, 
but don't let that influence you one way or the other. It just 
takes practice. I think I'll get a bumper sticker that says 
"REAL CW OPS USE MODE B" and see many flames I get for that. ;-) 


First thing you do is you write down the alphabet A through Z. Then you 
set up the paddle, keyer with it's oscillator or a rig into a dummy load 
(easy to do at low power). Run through the alphabet sending each letter 
ten times. Leave lots of spacing between the letters. I'd recommend you 
start the keying speed about 15wpm or so. Not too slow though. 


And with all the rigs that this group has built any of them into a 
dummy load (homebrew or otherwise) will work just nicely. Good check 
of the rig at the same time. 


I have thought about getting on 30M at 3am and do this just to see 
if the band was really dead. :-) 


Repeat step 2 until you can go all the way through the alphabet without 
a single keying error while keying each letter ten times. 


Concentrate on a light touch (you aren't pounding brass anymore and you 
don't have a 1/2 pound weight on a long lever that you have to get to 
vibrate) and a small spacing on the contacts. I know guys that refuse to 
believe in this and until they cross over that fine line you will never 
get good at it. The physics of it is pretty simple. That is why WBL 
paddles are loved by a lot of high speed guys. You can get a light touch 
and you can get a finely adjusted narrow gap on the contacts. Same with 
the Mercury paddle, the Envirotronic and the Brass Racer. Lately I have 
been playing with the Bencher with the MFJ keyer. Someone needs to sell 
a mod kit to supply a lighter spring. If you got one for $10, you could 
get rich and I mean rich. I'll buy one just to have it. 


All the years of complaining that I have heard about the Bencher flying 
apart while someone was keying immediately told me that the individual 
had too large a spacing and was pushing too hard. I can put any 

paddle on a slick surface and send without it moving as long as the 
coefficient of friction is not zero, i.e. not on a surface like ice. 

I have never had a Bencher fly apart on me but there were two models. 

I think the latest ones over the years have the locking screw in the 
lower 2/3's of the yoke. It should only be lose by about 1/16" or so. 
:-) Yet another reason for having close spacing on the contacts and 


movement. 


5. With Iambic Keying you only need to move one or two times for most 
characters. Only X and P require you to make three closures and releases. 
Don't think like you are sending with a bug. Forget it. 


One Paddle Stroke --- EHIMOST 0 (zero) 5 
Two Paddle Strokes -- ABCDFGJIKLNQRUVWYZ 
123456789 
Three Paddle Strokes P X 
4. Add in, . / ? and the numbers. DO NOT COUNT while sending numbers. 
Bad habit if you have it and almost impossible to break. It's a killer. 
Add in ( ) - =" ' and all the other symbols. :-) ;-) 


5. OK, now get a recorder and the newspaper, book, or a newsletter and start 
at the beginning and send all the text you can bear to send. :-) Then 
go off and listen on the air for an hour or so. Come back and play back 
the tape and copy what you sent. Can you copy? Is the spacing beautiful? 
Can you tell that it is good? bad? Need more practice? 


I can already tell you that the tendency is to rush characters together. 
Relax and watch the spacing. It should be a master concert of rhythm. 


I like the CMOS III ‘cuz you can turn on the monitor and practice when you 
need to and you know your speed too. But any good iambic keyer with a 
monitor will do nicely for this exercise. I still like the old AEA CK-2 
keyer too when I need a monitor to demo something. 


6. Next step is to make believe you are two people and send CQ and carry on 
a short QSO. Comfortable with the prosigns? Q-signals? Abbreviating? 


And I don't think you can do this in one 1/2 hr session. It may take you a few 
days or a week or a month. Noone cares. Just take your time and have patience. 
If it was easy everyone would be doing it. 


OK now tiger, go out and get on the air. Do it every day or you are going to 
lose it. You spent a lot of time and energy to get good, now show us on the 
air. Be looking for you.

Thanks for the info on the antennas. You know you should write a book (if you 
haven't already. Ypur are pretty interesting and informative. Ur OK for a 
navy man (I'm Coast Guard myself (retired)...the shallow water guys). 


I am starting to see all the tradeoffs in antenna selection. Reading just 
this AM about dipoles need to be at least the same height as one of its legs 
(1/2 wave dipole needs to be 1/1 wave high). Also read where you gain almost 
a 2 db gain with a 1/2 wave over a 1/4 wave. In theory a 1/2 wave up over 60 
feet and fed with open ladder would be about as gud as you might expect. The 
higher you get the antenna the more susceptable it will be to picking up 


"line" noises from power and telephone lines. 


If you can't get it up 60 feet (Im talking abt the antenna) then the sloper 
may have an advantage because it gives you sort of the advantages of both the 
dipole and the vertical with only some directional characteristics. 


>From all the input I have received, ladder fed antennas seem to have the 
greatest advantage because it seems to compensate for operating off the 
resonant frequency. If it was that easy there would be no challenge...Thanks 
again for the input...Alan...KB7MBI

It is going to take the continued support of the QRP community, both in 
time and money to keep all the vendors alive and well and all the clubs 
functioning. Everyone is critical. Yes, I understand that there are 
different economic considerations on just how much one can and will 
expend for a hobby and that is what this is. 


So, my point is, lead by example and hope it is a good one. Don't 

do things in a public forum that may set a bad example. Buy the books. 
Everyone in this group should over a period of time collect all the 
books apropos to QRP. Get the reprints and get the collections. 

Money well spent. 


My $0.02 on the subject. Sorry for the bandwidth gang, but it got to 


me big time. Again, apologies to OHR and the other vendors. 
Apologies to the ARRL which to my knowledge produces the most number 
of books at the present time apropos to QRP. IMHO.
